Illinois 
Insect 
Control 


This is the sixth weekly bulle- 


tin on the general Insect situa- 
tion In Illinois (fruit insects ex* 
cepted), prepared by entomolo- 
where it varies from 25 to 40 per 
tory Survey, University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, and to- 
operating agencies. These bulle- 
tins report current trends In the 
insect situation and may require 
local modification, since weather 
conditions materially affect In- 
sect populations. 
Corn borer: The warm weather 


of this past week has hastened 
corn borer pupation. Development 
is still approximately t\vo weeks 
earlier than normal. In the south 
third of the state, pupation is al- 
most complete and moth emerg- 
ence has begun; 
in the central 


third, pupation varies from 50 to 
75 per cent and an 
occasional 


moth has emerged; in the northern 
third, pupation is from 40 to 60 
per cent complete except in the 
extreme northeastern s e c t i o,n 
where it varies fro m25 to 40 per 
cent. 


In much of Illinois moth emer- 


gence may occur the first two 
weeks in June, at which time corn 
will not be favorable for borer 
survival. However, some exception- 
ally early planted and rapidly 
growing corn fields will be attrac- 
tive to moths for egg-laying, and 
borers may survive successfully in 
these fields. We can expect many 
eggs to be lain on small grains, 
flowers, potatoes, weeds and many 
other host plants- 


Chinch bugs: Adult, chinch bugs 


are killing oat plants and occasion- 
ally wheat plants in some fields 
in eastern Illinois and are deposit- 
ing eggs that should begin to 
hatch this week. Keep close watch, 
on fileds of thin grain; if plants 
are being killed, appiy ^ pound of 
dieldrin per acre. 


Armyworms: Moderate numbers 


»f moths are still noticeable around 
lights at night in central Illinois, 
and occasional small army worms 
can bfl found in rank grains and 
grasses throughout the central sec- 
tion. Observe fields every few 
days; if worms become numerous, 
apply 14 pound of dieldrin or l1,^ 
to 2 pounds of toxapttene per acre 
Before damage becomes severe. 
Wheat fields normally can with- 
stand some armyworm feeding, 
but if the count is four or more 
per linear fool, treatment will be 
profitable. It would be advanta- 
geous to wait until worms are 
about ijj inch long before treating, 
but they should be controlled be- 
fore they are half-grown. 


\Vhether or not parasites and 


diseases will help to control this 
generation of armyworms cannot 
yet be determined. 


Insecticides should not be ap- 


plied unless necessary; but where 
armyworms are sufficiently abund- 
ant, do not delay treatment too 
long because neither of the rec- 
ommended insecticides should be 
applied fithin 15 days of harvest. 


Tarnished plant hues: The nym- 


phs of this pest are becoming1 very 
abundant on clovers and alfalfa. 
Although control measures may 
not be necessary at present, sec- 
ond growth alfalfa and clover may 
be damaged. 


Sweet clover weevil: New seed- 


ings of sweet clover are showing 
damage by this pest. Moon-shaped 
notches are eaten in the leaf mar- 
gins. If 50 per cent of the foliage 
has been destroyed, treat with 
toxaphene at l1.^ pounds per acre. 
If chinch bugs are abundant in 
the grain, use J/i pound of dieldrin 
per acre. 


Lesser clover leaf weevil: Dam- 


age by this pest shows as wilting 
stems in fields of red clover and 
ladino. The larvae gouge holes in 
the steam beneath the leaf sheath.

Farmers Warned 
To Guard Against 
Blackleg Disease 


URBANA—If you live in an area 


where there have been cases of 
blackleg in cattle, you should have 
your calves vaccinated1 as insur- 
ance against the disease. 


Dr. R. D. Hatch of the College 


of Veterinary Medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois points out that 
blackleg is cauesed by a spore- 
forming germ that can live for 
years in the soil. It can be picked 
up through grazing or can enter 
the body through small cuts or 
punctures in the skin. The disease 
usually 
attacks 
young 
animals 


from six months to two years of 
age. 


Symptoms include dullness and 


lameness, followed by a high fever 
and loss of weight. The victims us- 
ually die within 24 hours. Death 
may occur so quickly that no 
symptoms will be observed. There 
have been cases where lightning 
was blamed for deaths caused by 
blackleg. 


Dr. Hatch urges farmers to have 


a veterinarian examine any ani- 
mals that die suddenly to deter- 
mine the cause of death. If it is 
blackleg, it's important to bum the 
dead animals or to bury them 
deeply under lime and earth to 
prevent the infection from spread- 
ing. 


Vaccination is effective against 


blackleg. All calves in a blackleg 
area should be vaccinated when 
they are three or four months old. 


many fields, but no control meas- 
ures are known. 


Cutworms: Early fields of corn 


may be attacked by cutworms. Ex- 
amine these fields for signs of 
damage, and if necessary apply 2 
pounds of toxaphene or ^ pound of 
dieldrin per acre as a band treat- 
men over the row. Use at least 20 
gallons of finished spray per acre. 


General: Now is the time to ex- 


amine evergreens, such as spruce, 
arbor vitae, and juniper, for mites 
by beating a tew branches over a 
piece of white paper. If the plants 
are infested, spray thoroughly with 
Aramite 15-W. 2 pounds of 100 
gallons of water or one heaping 
tablespoonful per gallon of water. 


Examine roses for slugs. If fol- 


iage is eaten, dust with 5 per cent 
DDT or spray with 50 per cent 
wettable DDT powder, one heaping 
tablespoon per gallon of water. 


Caution: Before apply insecti- 


cides, read the labels anrl follow 
all precautions carefully. This not 
only will insure personal safety, 
but will also eliminate insecticide 
residue hazards. 


can be applied either as fertilizer 
or manure. 


It's not too late to sidedress with 


40 to 60 pounds of nitrogen. If. you 
applied commercial n i t r o g e n 
through the corn planter part of 
the need may be already satisfied. 
The need for nitrogen fertilizers is 
related to the stand of corn. Thick 
stands are likely to need extra ni- 
trogen. 


£ld» ffrMsing with solid nitro- 


gen carriers 1* usually done with 
an attachment oti the cultivator. 
A corn planter with fertilizer at- 
tachment can be. used by strad- 
dling the rows.' Side dressing 
should be at a depth of about 
four inches, or deep enough to 
reach moisture. Avoid excessive 
root damage by making applica- 
tion 10 inches or more from the 
row. Cyanlmid is not recom- 
mended for side-dressing. 
Anhydrous ammonia and nitro- 


gen solutions are also used exten- 
sively for side dressing. To avoid 
serious losses of nitrogen, anhy- 
drous ammonia and solutions con- 
taining free ammonia should be 
injected into the soil with equip- 
ment made for that purpose. It 
should be done when the soil is in 
good tilth and is not excessively 
dry or wet. Solutions without free 
ammonia may be sprayed on the 
surface before plowing or dribbled 
by gravity feed from tubes • in 
bands either before plowing or im- 
mediately behind the shovels of the 
cultivator.

George Cmarik, researcher at 


the Dixon Springs Experiment Sta- 
tion of the Unix'ersity of Illinois, 
reports that steers getting a com- 
plete ration 
self-fed 
in pellets 


ained 22 pounds per head more, 


on 227 pounds less feed than sim- 
ilar steers fed the same ration as 
meal. 


In this study four lots of yearling 


steers from the Station's grade 
Hereford herd were on test for 130 
days. All lots were fed corn silage 
in practically equal amounts. 


Two of the lots were self-fed » 


ration of "5 r»°r rent ear com, 
10 per cent soybean meal, 5 per 
cent molasses and 20 per cent al- 
falfa hay. The corn and hay were 
finely, ground and mixed with the 
other materials. The ration was fed 
as pellets to one lot and as meal to 
another. 


A third lot was hand fed the 


same ration, but. the alfalfa was 
fed along with the molasses put 
directly on the hay. These steers 
gained 41 poumJs less on 52 pounds 
more feeds than the 
pellet-fed 


steers. Lot 2 gained 19 pounds 
more than Lot 3 but needed 164 
pounds more feed to do it 


The fourth lot was self-fed a ra- 


tion in meal form in which mo- 
lasses replaced 5 per cent of the 
corn. These steers made the poor- 
est use of their feed. They gayid 
34 pounds less on 304 pounds more 
feed than Lot 1, 12 pounds less on 
7? pounds more feed than Lot. 2, 
and 7 pounds more on 252 pounds 
more feed than Lot 3. 


The steers were sold as lots 


brought the practical top for tha 
clay they were sold and graded 
largely in the choice range. Cmarik 
says. Profit per head was highest 
for Lot 1. and Lots 2, 3 and 4 fol- 
lowed in that order. 


In this test 86, S7 and 51 pounds 


of pellets produced the same gain 
as 300 pounds of rations 2. 3 and 4 
respectively. Cost of pelleting is 
not included as a cost in this test 
but will have some effect on your 
profit from that system of feeding. 
However, you could spend as much 
as S3.60, $5.40 and S7.SO a ton re- 
spectively on pelleting and still get 
the same profits as Lots 2, 3 and 
•i brought in-this experiment.

Collect Information About 
Federal Crop Insurance ;*' 


By NORM KKAUSZ 
University of Illinois 


Federal crop insurance is still 


in the experimental stage. Actu- 
arial data'are being collected from 
all parts of the country to set up a 
rate structure to insure or to rein- 
sure producers of agricultural pro- 
ducts. To date indemnities on most 
commodities, 
particularly 
wheat 


and on tobacco, have far exceeded 
the premiums paid. 


In 1953, 108 counties participated 


in crop insurance on corn, and 405 
counties on wheat. The 1954 figures 
have not been published, but the 
law permitted the Secretary of 
Agriculture to offer insurance in 
100 additional counties. 


In determining1 which new comi- 


ties are to be added, the secretary 
must take into consideration the 
demands of farmers for crop in- 
surance, the extent, to which com- 
mercial insurance is available, and 
the risk involved in that county. 
Federal crop insurance cannot be 
provided in a county unless at least 
200 farmers (or one-third of the 
farmers growing the insured crop) 
are signed up—and unless the in- 
bured crop brings in an important 
part of the agricultural income 
in that county. 


Very broad coverage can be of- 


fered. The^law says that the policy 


j may 
insure against

from 


drought, flood, hail, wind, frost, 
winterkill, lightning, fire, exces- 


sive rain, snow, wildlife, hurri- 
cane, tornado, insects and plant 
disease. Crops that may be insured 
include wheat, cotton, flax, com 
and tobacco. 


P r i v a t e insurance companies 


have bsen writing crop hail insur- 
ance for a long time. Loss data 
&re adequate to allow companies 
to offer a separate rate for each 
township in the state. More recent- 
ly crop fire insurance has been 
added • to the hail policy at very 
little increase in cost. These com- 
panies are now considering a large 
| crop insurance package to includ* 
coverage of such things as drought, 
windstorms and insect damage.

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Aid for Viet Nam 


Now that 'France has reluctantly promised to support 


Premier Diem of South Viet Nam in Indochina, the outlook 
is slightly'brighter for that beleaguered land standing in the 
shadow of Asiatic communism. 


The United States and France will join in trying to build 


a stable government base there, in anticipation of the mid- 
1956 elections which will settle the country's future. 


Gloomy forecasts at the time of the Geneva truce on 


Indochina last year were that the Red Vietminh, handed 
control of North Viet Nam at that time, almost certainly 
would establish sway over the free southern land within a 
year or two . 
American and other Western diplomats understand that 


only the hardest kind of labor in this area will prevent such 
an outcome. There is need for order, for a more democrati- 
cally founded government, for a stronger, more ?efficient 
army, for a healthier economy. 
» 
«

Even under the most ideal conditions, to make any real 


dent in these problems in the time allotted before the cru- 
cial election is a tough assignment. And as the recent civil 
conflict between Diem and the rebel private armies empha- 
sized, conditions have been far from ideal. 


Neither we nor the French dare, however, to take a de- 


featist attitude. The moment Indochina passes behind the 
Bamboo Curtain, doughty little Thailand becomes the front 
line of freedom in Asia. And for all its spunk, this tiny coun- 
try could not be expected to offer stern resistance to the 
southward sweep of the Communists. 


The administration must remain continuously alive to 


the urgency of the situation, and press positive plans for 
the strengthening of South Viet Nam. Congress, in voting 
foreign aid for the coming year, must likewise show acute 
awareness of the danger. 


The country is not lost until the Reds fasten their grip 


upon it, and this they have not yet done. There is still hope, 
however slender. It does not rest wholly on America. But 
without America's most enlightened and ambitious effort, 
that hope may quickly die. 


Canadian Industry Booms 


Everybody knows America's industrial might has been 


vastly multiplied in the last few decad«Ss, especially in the 
period during and since World War n. 
We might be sur- 


prised to learn that, percentagewise, Canada has done even 
better.

We have always had the friendliest of relations with 


Canada. Our mutual trade is heavy, we travel freely there 
and they repay the compliment. But because the country's 
population is only one-eleventh of ours, we often tend to un- 
dervalue Canadian achievements. 


Som£ time back, we did become aware that the Canadian 


dollar was prized a bit more than its American counterpart.

Now we find that, advanced though we are over our pre- 


war economic state, the Canadians have progressed even 
more. In.the years from 1926 to 1954, we boosted our gross 
national product (sum of all ourput) by 100 per- cent. In 
the same span of years the Canadians increased theirs by 
120 per cent. 


Congratulations to our northern neighbors for their 


striking accomplishment. It is a healthy, hopeful sign for 
them, and it might be a good antidote for smugness here in 
the United States.

Now IB the time for farm opera- 


tors hiring farm workers to start 
setting up their social security rec- 
ords, according to the social »ecur- 
ity office at Rockford. 


Small farm operators, with a 


total yearly payroll of S2.500 or 
less will not need to make any 
social security reports until after 
the end of the year. However, 
their record keeping should begin 
with th* day on which the first 
worker is hired. 


For these records, the farmer 


should get each worker's name and 
number from the worker's social 
security card and should keep an 
accurate record of all cash wages 
paid to each worker 
and the 


•amount of social security tax with- 
held- This year, a farm hand will 
be covered by social security as 
soon as he is paid $100 in cash by 
the same farmer. 


Farm operators who have hired 


help and who do not have employer 
identification numbers should get 
in touch with the local internal 
revenue office of the social secur- 
ity office immediately.

The Doctor Says 


Avoid Laxatives If You Have 
Suspicion of Appendicitis

Although deaths from appendici- 


tis have been greatly reduced in 
number they still occur: most of 
them could have been avoided. 


If acute appendicitis is diagnosed 


early and the appendix is remox-ed 
by surgery, there is little danger. 
However, much of the trouble 
comes because the pain may not 
be as severe as people expect it to 
be. 


Consequently, they are too like- 


ly to ignore the symptoms for sev- 
eral days and by that time the an-, 
pendix may have ruptured and re- 
sulted in peritonitis. 


Once in a whole the appendix, 


instead of lying near the front of 
the abdomen on the right side, 
may be twisted toward the back 
so that the only symptom is back 
pain. 


The appendix can lie in some 


other part of the abdomen also 
and it is not safe, therefore, to 
think that pain which is in the 
lower right side is the only kind 
which can mean appendicitis. 


THE USE OF cathartics or lax- 


atives in the presence of abdominal 
pain is dangerous. A 
laxative 


causes the wave-like motions of 
the intestines to increase. 


Large waves hasten the rupture 


of an acutely inflamed appendix. 
When this happens peritonitis de- 
velops, a serious complication in- 
deed. 


Laxatives should be avoided like 


poison if there is the slightest sus- 
picion of appendicitis. 


To some extent food and drink 


also increase the wave-like motions 
of the intestines. 


Sometimes when people have 


been caught in the wilderness or 
in some place where they cannot 
be operated on. the inflammation in 
the appendix has subsided by for- 
bidding all food and drink and ap- 
plying cold to the abdomen. This 
is a useful emergency measure but 
does not, of course, get at the root 
of the trouble. 


THE SYMPTOMS OF appendi- 


citis may betypieal and easy to 
diagnose. If the pain is rather acute 
and located in the right lower part 
of the abdomen "with slight fever, 
there is a good chance of appendi- 
citis. Of course, this alone is not 
enough. 


Vomiting commonly 
accompa- 


nies appendicitis but diarrhea is 
almost always absent. 


The presence of too many white 


blood cells almost invariably ac- 
companies acute appendicitis. For 
this reason a blood count is most 
important if appendicitis is sus- 
pected. 


ONE SHOULD NOT take chances 


with this important disease. 


One surgeon 
has written me 


about his distress when having to 
argue •with patients as to whether 
a necessary operation for appendi- 
citis could be avoided or postponed. 


In recent years penicillin has oft- 


en been given before operation and 
afterwards, and this seems to make 
the recovery somewhat easier. 


With prompt diagnosis and sur- 


gery the dangers from appendicitis 
are slight; without them the risks 
remain considerable.

Rising is of the opinion that the primary target of UAW on the 


guaranteed annual wage issue is General Motors. He reasons that 
even if Ford or Chrysler gave some kind of settlement satisfactory to 
UAW President Walter Reuther, he would still have to get it from 
General* Motors for it to be a success. 


The possibility that Reuther would strike more than one company 


at the same time is considered real.

SO FAR. FORD AND GENERAL MOTORS, who have been in 


actual negotiations with UAW on a new contract, have been com- 
pletely silent. This follows their policy of not discussing issues dur- 
ing collective bargaining. 


Rising is just the first employer representative who has dared 


stick his head out to oppose Reuther on the "GAW" issue. He is ad- 
viser and consultant on labor relations for the auto parts industry, 
though he takes no part in negotiations. 


He admits to being a kind of industry gossip. He talks to all the 


employers. And he has made a two-year study of what is now called 
in Detroit, "the guaranteed annual wedge." 


The costs of "GAW" cannot be computed, says Rising. 
The 


estimated four per cent of payroll contribution to a full pay for un- 
employment might run to 16 cents an hour wage increase. 


"GAW" would necessitate a. complete change of present seniority 


rules and job classifications. It could mean that the auto makers 
might have to become their own pans manufacturers in order to 
provide work in slack seasons. 


This latter angle is one that particularly bothers the independent 


parts makers. 
There are 500 of these companies now, with 400,000 


employes.

"GAW" 
would not mean that all parts makers would go out of 


business. Many parts makers and some auto companies • have gone 
out of business without a guaranteed annual wage. But the death of 
others might be hastened by it, says Rising. 


Ford and General Motors, he says, might afford to set up private, 


supplementary unemployment compensation funds. This would be on 
top of the present state job insurance system. 
Smaller companies 


couldn't afford that luxury. 


Rising once suggested to Reuther that the unions themselves could 


do this by an increase in dues, paid by a raise in wages to cover it. 
Reuther's answer was one word, "Nonsense." 


Rising sees a number of possible outcomes to the present nervous- 


ness. " He does not foresee an across-the-board settlement. 


The big companies might agree to set up supplementary unem- 


ployment funds for a year, then decide how to administer them. 


The auto companies have so far had record first and second quar- 


ter business. Sixty .per cent of the cars are normally bought in the 
first half of the year. 


A STRIKE IN'THE DULLER third quarter might provide an op- 


portunity to settle some of the issues now in dispute and permit bet- 
ter than average business in the fourth quarter. 


Though "GAW" is the most complex issue the industry has faced 


since the sit-down strike days, it will ultimately be settled, Rising pre- 
dicts. Everything is always settled somehow. 


Making clear that a compromise settlement is not his own ids*, 


but a composite of what a lot of other people in his industry think, Ris- 
ing outlines these possibilities for a package settlement: 


A good wage increase of 6 to 8 cents an hour. 
An additional paid holiday for a total of eight. 
An Improvement in pension fund provisions. 
Possibly increased health and welfare insurance. . 
Improvement in vacations. 
A guaranteed 40-hour work week, when there is work. This would 


not eliminate seasonal layoffs for model changes. 


Reuther is not in a position to get "GAW" at this time. Reuther

This probably accounts for the

They beat the Socialist Labor- 


ite« in 1951 by a tiny margin. If 
It's bigger this time, It may be 
due more to the split in the Labor 
partv Itself than to radical differ- 
ences' between Conservatives and 
Labontes.

has offered to participate with the 
maritime administration in con-

NEW YORK (SV-Dr. Hart E. 


Van Riper, medical director of the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, cites these figures of 
polio among vaccinated children: 


This year, 19 cases of polio 


among 4,534,000 children given the 
new vaccine, excluding vaccine 
made by one company. 


Last year, 34 cases of paralytic 


polio among 440.000—one-tenth as 
many—vaccinated between May 1 
and four weeks later last year 
during the field tests with the Salk 
vaccine. ^ 
' 


Of the 19 cases this year, five 


were nonparalytic. All 34 who de- 
veloped polio early last year were 
paralytic. 


The figures exclude vaccine pro- 


duced by the Cutter Laboratories, 
Dr. Van Riper said. The figures 
come from the report April 12 of 
Dr. Thomas Francis Jr., Univer- 
sity of Michigan, who headed the 
team analyzing the effectiveness 
of last year's tests with the vac- 
cine, and from health service re- 
ports as of May 19 of polio among 
youngsters vaccinated this year. 


The vaccine used last year was 


found to be up to 90 per cent ef- 
fective against certain types of 
polio. That being used this year 
has been improved for greater ef- 
fectiveness, he said .

Honesty—obeying laws, telling- the 
truth and living within society's 
rules; work performance—to the 
best of one's abilities, rather than 
merely to get by; generous give- 
and-take between individuals; fac- 
tual knowledge—distinguishing true 
facts from rumor. 


Dr. Esther E. Prevey, chairman 


of the congress' Home and Life 
Committee, suggested pupils in 
elementary schools could be taught 
good group living to help solve 
home conflicts. Teen-agers could 
have a course on home living.
